banibor. Thi* treaty proiidee for a 


wo countries free of duty anil include 
ugar a* tbe principal Hawaiian export 
to this country, and tbe United States 
n turn being permitted In ozport agri- 
ultural implemonbi and othor machin- 
ry and manulaotures of woolen and 
cotton textile frabrica, an noil aaa great 
variety of other articles to Hawaii with- 
out Ihe payment of duty. It also con- 
ilnn A provision that no other foreign 
;averument than thin ilia 11 acquire 
Itle to any port or harbor in the Ha- 
waiian islands;. There are a number of 
onatora on the democratic aide who 
will object to tbe clause, and it ii be- 
ieved thn^the republican parly in tbe 
aenat* wilt bo almost solid in its opponl- 
ion. Already objection is heard, not 
only bccnuse the termination of the 
r«*ty would deprive this country of 
valuable pratogativos in tbe islands, 
but becaiiRfl alao of thn fact that the
